1. Subject was interviewed this morning for pos- 
aible servicu with 035. He was seen by Major Lovell 
of Opera ional Greups who felt that he was not suitable 
for their purposes.

Major Sharp thought that his languages were not good 
enough for an agent and that for other purposes he was 
not just right.

I had the pleasant job of keeping my Danish friends ;osted 

on all events, and of course it was trom England I received the 
iniormution. My first reason for writing this letter t> you, 
Col. Donovan, is to congratulute you on the good work 

from the very start off. My second is my p. rsonal thanks, and 
my thanks in behalf of the 99% of the Danish people who 

are resisting and ridiculing the whole Nazi egotism, and the 
whole gang. I could tell you a lot of examples about the piti- 
ful »icture the Nazi soluders anu officers make in their 
attempt to make friends with the Danes. They sturt out to

Subject said that there was no evidence of the operation ef 
the new Japanese policy im the guerrilla area of North Chine. He has 
heard that in and around Shanghai, the Japanese actually are beginning to 
replece the military and instell civilians in the goverment. It is 
possible, Subject said, that in other areas of China where there are no 
Communists the so-celled soft policy may be meeting with success, but 
this was a guess. In Central China, Subject said, thera is every ehance 
the Japanese will make progress through their puppet goverments. In the 
Communist areas with which Subject is femiliar, the people receive better 
treatment under the Sth Route Army than they were accustomed to under 
the Chiang Government. 
ll. ATTITUDE OF PUPPETS: 

In North China the puppet officials are really committed to 
Japanese rule. They have committed so many atrocities that they would 
be killed in the event of Japanese defeat. Magistrates in particular 
joined the Japanese in order to make money, and have beeome too involved 


to be able to disentangle themselves from the Japanese. 


12. JAPANESE PROPAGANDA: 


Japenese and Kuomintarg propaganda has had its effect in 


making those Chinese who have nad no direct contact with the guerrilla 


forces reseptive to atrocity. stories circulated against the Communist

orgwalned banditry, end independent banditry, tend to further eenfuse 
the pieture for the many Chinese who stay in one plase.

(a) Rdveation: Ferserly one encountered some of the most 
backward conditions im China in the rural areas of Kepei and Shansi. 
Now the peasants are getting tre first steps of an edueation and are 
aurprisingly well informed concerning current world events, Deoolittles! 
raid, for instance, was promptly knewn among then, Young men and wonen 
instructors move about emong the people teaching them the rudiments 
ef reading, writing, and building up national consciousness along 
Chinewe Communist liness These teachers even ge into the cities ocoupied 
by the Japanese, Sohoola, or itinerant instructors, are found in the 
hill country and om the plains as well, their sumber depending on the 
relative atrength of Japanese ocoupying forces.

Arter having read Paul Hagen's interview in "PM" of April 13th 
I think it necessary to add what I heard of P.H.'s recent atti- 
tude. In my last mewo I simply tried to show that, judging from 
his past, he is not fit to do the things he wants to do in the 
future. 


During the last two months friends of P.H. told me thut he 
has fortified his position a great deal. They said that he has 
been taken up seriously by the right wing of the C.I.0. Some 
otf his leftist friends were worried because he gave the impres- 
sion of having changed his opinions a great deal. They said 
that suddenly ne is anti-Russian. He has expressed strong anti- 
Communist feelings. Up to recentiy he was always very careful 
on that score. He always seemed to have left a door open. 


a very intimate friend of P.H. who has been particularly 
close to him for 25 years told me thal he has become an op- 
portunist and money-winded.

Knowing P.H., I am sure tnt he never would have given 
the interview to "PM" unless he leit sure of himseil, sure 
that he had «a strong enough bucaing to ultuck Q55 and che 
btate Departuent,.
